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Cotton Farmers Urged To Reduce 


Acreage Or Face Moaean In 1954 


By ee G. George, 


Farm Advisor 
Cotton farmers have two choices 


in planting their cotton crop this | 
year, according to information re- 


ceived by the Tulare County Farin 
Advisor’s office from the U. S. 
department of agriculture. 

Another big crop in 1953, the 
department feels, could lead to 
burdensome supplies, depressed 
prices, and probably marketing 
quotas and acreage allotments for 
the 1954 cotton crop. If farmers 
voluntarily make adjustments in 
their 1953 plantings, it should 
mean supplies in closer balance 
with national needs, fairer farm 
prices, and cotton production free 
of controls for another year. 

Farmers have been asked to 
grow, this year, a cotton crop of 
12 to 12.5 million bales, which 
would require a national reduc- 
tion of about 18 percent below 
1952. plantings. Secretary of 
Agriculture Ezra Taft Benson rec- 
ommended this size crop to grow- 
ers after consultation with an ad- 
visory group representing all 
phases of industry. 

Anything larger than the rec- 
ommended cotton production 
would create sizable problems for 
the federal government, which is

Planting of deciduous fruits

RANGE CONDITIONS 
MAY CHANGE 
CATTLEMEN PLANS 


By Robert F. Miller, 
Farm Advisor 


The long, dry period during 
February this year may mean a 
decrease in the total ‘annual 
amount of forage available to cat- 
tle, even if rains now prolong 
the green feed period. Cattlemen 
in some areas will have to adjust 
their cattle numbers to. the 
amount of feed. 

Beef cattlemen with cow and 
calf herds should start by culling 
the dry cows first, then the older 
cows. If further reduction is still 
necessary, vealing some of the 
calves is suggested. 

Stock cattlemen may have more 
difficulty. In some instances the 
whole herd may have to be moved 
looking for additional feed. 

Cattlemen should determine 
now the number of cattle the 
range will carry through the sea- 
son, then make the reductions ac- 
cordingly. The situation will vary 
from one area to another, and 


even from one ranch to another.

H. Foott, 
Farm Advisor 

Zinc is as essential as nitrogen 
for the normal growth of decidu- 
ous fruit trees; zinc deficiency in 
fruit trees: can be corrected with 
a foliage spray of zinc compounds. 

To correct zinc deficiency spray 
peaches, plums, and nectarines 
when the foliage is well opened. 
Use four to six pounds of zinc 
oxide, plus a spreader to 100 gal- 
lons of water, or four to six 
pounds of zinc sulphate and an 
equal amount of hydrated lime to 
100 gallons of water. Be sure 
the lime you use is fresh, old lime 
will not buffer the zine sulphate 
and will result in some burning to 
foliage and small fruits. 

Zine deficiency causes leaves-to 
remain small, yellow, and results 
in dying of foliage and twigs in 
severe cases. Fruit. size is ad- 
versely affected by a lack of zinc. 
Trees showing signs of zinc de- 
ficiency should be corrected to 
maintain normal growth and fruit 
production.

Because of its serious threat to 
the California citrus industry, re- 
search on quick deciine is a con- 
tinuing project at the University 
of California which has just is- 
sued the first in a series of prog- 
ress reports. A bulletin, “Quick 
Decline of Citrus as Influenced 
by Top-root Relationships,” is 
available without charge through 
the Tulare county farm advisors 
office, post office building, Vi- 
salia. » 

The disease made its first ap- 
pearance on California orange 
trees in 1939. The striking char- 
acter of the symptoms on affect- 
ed trees brought the name ‘‘quick 
decline.” Symptoms of quick de- 
cline may be either a relatively 


gradual decline of the tree, or} 


the tree will show collapse or 
abrupt wilting. Today, an esti- 
mated half million trees have been 
affected. Experts estimate that 


about half of California’s 22 mil- 
lion orange and grapefruit trees 
have top-root combinations that 
are susceptible and may eventu- 


ally become affected.
